havoc; wrought by earthquakes in Cen- 
tral America during the 
month of 


April. 


Capt. Harris of the Guatemala was 


an eye witness to many of the distress- 
ing scenes resulting from the shocks, 
and gives a very graphic description 
of the terrible affair. 


"It. was 
'2(1 minutes after ,'i on the 


evening of April IS last," said Capt. 
Harrit;. "that the lirst shock was felt 
at Guatemala. It. was a very violent 
quake, and lasted for 
sixty-two min- 


utes. At San Jose de Luce the earth 
shook for fifty minutes incessantly. 


"A fearful loss of life and untold 


damage to property resulted. 


"At Guatemala, the cathedral was 


badly damaged. 
Nearly all 
of the 


smaller churches were demolished and 
the church of Santa. Teresa was irre- 
trievably wrecked from being struck 
by a thunderbolt. 


"Intermittent shocks were felt for 


over forty-eight, hours after the lirst. 
disturb!!nee. The Esiiuimbra church 
of Quc'/.nllenaugo has been 
utterly 


ruiued and the beautiful palace 
has 


been utterly destroyed. 


"Just what, 
the total 
number of 


lives lost in 1 cannot state. It is esti- 
mated at about liOOO. We left Guate- 
mala on April 2H, and up to that time 
1 loo bodies had been taken out of the 
ruins at Quezalteuango. They 
were 


still removing 
the dead 
when 
we 


sailed. The stench from the tinburied 
corpses was frightful, and to avoid the 
pestilence they have been compelled to 
employ large gangs of men to clear 
the wreckage of the dead. 


"Natives of the interior are Hocking 


to Guatemala. The inhabitants are 
terror stricken. Farms have been de- 
serted and there are grave fears of a 
famine in consequence. 


"The 
Pacific, 
coast suffered 
far 


greater damage than the Atlantic. The 
loss will ajnount 
to thousands and 


thousands of dollars." 


Capt. Harris said the merchants of 


Guatemala 
were doing all 
in their 


power to alleviate the poor and dis- 
tressed. Credit has been extended in 
many instances 
for 
four and 
live 


years. 


Many of the wealthy planters have 


lost their entire fortunes. The catas- 
trophe was a severe 
one and 
one 


from which it will take considerable 
time for the survivors to recover.

THE EARTH AS SEEN FROM A BAL 


LOON' BY MOONLIGHT. 


A Beautiful Picture Wherein 


Look Like lt«d» ot Molten Sliver. 
Kchoe» That Float tip Faintly From 
the Earth. 


A correspondenti formed one of Mr 


Spencer's party in a balloon ascent at 
night from the Crystal palace. His ex- 
periences are interesting. "At 
1,000 


leet high," he writes, "we were over 
some suburban railway station, and the 
eight of a train rushing along a curved 
cutting was one not to be forgotten. It 
was like a comet with a fiery gold bead 
and a silver tail. The moonlight on the 
trail of smoke made it look like tbo 
rapids of a river in moonlight, a rush- 
ing mass of silver water. 
The engine 


was a glow of fiery red. You saw no 
train. At 9:53 the smell of gas told us- 
\ve wore rising, and we commenced the 
work of testing echoes. I may here re 
mark that there are two grave objec- 
tions to balloon traveling—the one is 
that you cannot smoke and the other 
that you perpetually smell gas. 


"In testing acoustically, I am afraid 


we did not succeed in gaining any uir 
echo, though one at 
3,000 feet—we 


went up in all to nearly 8,000 feet— 
was suspected. Echoes distinct we had 
in plenty, but they undoubtedly came 
from tho balloon above us, and none— 
except perhaps the one dubious ono 1 
have referred to—from tho empyrean 
Echoes from the earth bbowed tho air 
to be very variable in its carrying pow- 
er. For a long distance, traveling at a 
height of 1,000 feet, tho air remained 
Biugulaily opaque acoustically, and no! 
a traoo of echoes could bo caught, but 
later, at 2,400 foet, they became and 
remained very loud. Again, 2.1 minutes

later and 300 feet lower, thoy had be 
come distinctly feeblo. Tho resonator, 
which Mr. Bacon, a member of tho par 
ty, constantly "used, showed the earni 
striking acoustic variation. 


"Mr. Bacon had with him an oxqui 


sitely sensitive air thermometer, which 
showed remarkably the variations in 
temperature during the steady ascont ol 
tbo balloon. Tho temperature robe rap 
idly up to about 500 feet, at which ole 
vation we encountered a colder stratum 
Soaring through this, wo rose auothui 
100 feet, again into warmer air; then 
through a second and a third hhaJlow 
cold stratum, but at 1,000 feet wo had 
enteied nu equable region, for an ascent 
of 1,000 foet or 1,700 feot higher gavi 
us no practical change in tho conditions, 
and, as acoustic experiments wero tc 
be a principal part of tho night's work. 
wo kept below an altitude of 8,000 foot 
At the higher altitudes theru was m 
water vapor noticeable in the spoctrum 


"Tho brilliancy of tho moon wus vcrj 


markedly increased a? wo flew higher, 
und Innnr details easily scon with field 
glasses from earth became, difficult t< 
gaze at. Seen through good glasses in 
deed the moon was simply duzy.linglj 
and tryingly brilliant. AH I bent to th( 
Duvy lump we carried to read tbo ano 
roid to Mr. Bacon—Mr. Spencer could 
read it by thu moonlight—it recorded 
3,800 feet, and a clock below could be 
hard distinctly striking JO. 
At 2,000 


feet it was marvelous to noto tho. clean 
cut shadow of tho balloon which tin 
jnoon gave. As wo throw out baud itt 
»hadow could ho soeu dropping from 
tho balloon, fir^t in a broad stream, 
then as it disintegrated and tho purtielw- 
separated widening into a nt-bulom 
shade to dicappoiir altogether an it 
dropped oarth ward; I never before knew 
what moonlight could bo. Every road- 
way, hedge and rivulet htood <mt as- 
clear as if wo wore looking down on a 
large scale map. 


"I have already alluded to thn aconn 


tio experiments time wero mado, unn 
these proved amusing us well a? in- 
structive. At 1,200 toot wo were got- 
ting splendid ground echoes from both 
voice and trnmpet, and at this height, 
passing over one village, wo created 
quite an excitement. Our hail of 'What 
is the name of thin place?' win heard 
and answered, but wo could not catch 
the name, except that it ended in 'row 
or 'road.' Not at every village did we 
get word from tho human doni/ons, but 
we never failed to rouse tho dogs. 
If a 


'hello' didn't do it, tho trumpet never 
fahed. 
At 2,400 feot flo clour was thi 


nigbt that yon could sou tho post eardt. 
wo threw out flutter down, down, nl 
most to the ground. At that height also 
the ground echoes camo up quito clear, 
if somewhat faint, and dogs barking 
might almost have boon in one's next 
door neighbor's garden. 


"Ono superb effect wag that of the 


moon's raye on any large collection of 
glass houses—we pahswl over heveral 
nursery gardens. Over a spread of those 
tho tight was magnificent, though (ho 
effect was but momentary and had to 
b« caught at the proper angle, but for 
tho moment it turned the whole into a 
lake of molten Oliver. It was cone to 
look down and sue the trail rope etrotcb- 
ing SCO feet down into space, but it 
was a grand way of realizing tho idea 
of speed If you sat in the bottom of 
tho car, you felt absolutely as if you 
were motionless, though we wore really 
traveling at the rate of .some 20 or 25 
miles an hour. Looking over tho edge 
of Ibe car down on the trail ropo you 
could easily note how fast the rate of 
upeed was, for, watching tbo cud, as it 
bung in a plumb line from tho car, you 
could mark how swiftly a huge wood 
or field wa« left behind.

tho same as other nights, and I remem- 
ber how I nsod to scramble homo and 
bolt my supper so that I could get down 
town again to get the best place in the 
line before the gallery door. I'd general - 
ly make it by. 7 o'clock or a little after, 
and 1 don't remember ever getting left 
on a front seat rig'ht on the rail. 


"It used to be as cold as the dickens 


standing in that line sometimes, but 
that didn't make any difference. We'd 
just stamp our feet and crowd closer to- 
gether, and the cold didn't bother us. 
Occasionally, too, it would rain bard 
while \\e were standing in the line, but 
that wouldn't cut any ice either. I nover 
fcaiv tho rainstorm yet that could break 
tho gallery line up when I was a boy. 1 
don't know how that is now. 


"Us boys in front of the line could 


bear the man inside walking toward the 
door from tho inside to open it on the 
stroke of half past 7, and then we'd 
crouch and gather ourselves together 
for the rush. The man that opened the 
door had to hustle for his life int-ido the 
box office to keep us from running him 
down and stamping over him. I always 
btid my quarter ready and pat and tight 
iu my right hand, and to slap it d;ivr. 
ou the box office shelf, get a big paste- 
board ticket and dive for the long gal- 
lery stairs was about as quick work as 
I ever did. I'd surely keel over from 
apoplexy if I tried anything liko that on 
new. 


"The winding stairs wero about a 


milt) high, but I'd make 'eni about four 
at a clip, and iu no tune I'd bo pa.st tho 
ticket taker at the entrance to tho gallery 
and falling—literally tailing—down the 
steps to get u seat on tho rail. The 
gallery 'u'd always be about as dark as 
a dungeon at that early hour, and it 
was u case of groping to find tbo aifeles 
in order to fall down the steps to a heut 
on the rail. 


"In my left hand overcoat poeket 1 


generally had a paper of peanuts, nud 
I'd munch on 'ein and watch the gal- 
lery fill up. I made it a point to look 
around a good deal in order to make the 
boys in tho back rows jealous of mo in 
my rail seat, right on or close to the 
middle aislo. The boys in thu row be- 
hind tba rail row would generally re- 
taliate on tbo boys sitting in thu rail 
row by wiping their muddy shoes on 
the overcoats of the rail row boyn, the 
overcoats being slung over the backs of 
tbo seats and therefore tempting oppor- 
tunities for that kind of thing. 


"Along toward 8 o'clock the boys in 


the gallery would begin to stamp and 
whistle, tho fallacious idea being that 
the stamping and whistling would bring 
the lights up and the orchestra out 
quicker. 
I notice that, tho gallery boys 


don't do this any more. But, then, the 
gallery boys don't have so much as we 
used to have, 1 guess. 


"When we smelled a strong odor of 


gas, wo knew that the big chandelier 
hanging from the ceiling was going to 
suddenly light itself—that is, that the 
electric current (it was a now and won- 
derful idea then) was going to light the 
chandelier jets. 
They had to turn the 


gas ou first, hence the premonitory 
smell. 
When, one of the orchestra men 


'u'd pop his head out of the little door 
underneath the stage, we'd all see him 
at once and give him a great send off. 


"And how I used to enjoy a show in 


those days! How 1 used to hate the vil- 
lain with his waxed black mustache 
and his shiny plug hat! How I used to 
feel for the heroine when she'd appear 
with her shrinking little boy in the 
snowstorm, 
with a torn, 
redhooded 


cloak carelessly thrown over her shoul- 
ders, and soven dazzling diamond rings 
on the fingers of both her hands! How 
I did think the hero was the real thing 
when he said to hot, 'I love you better 
than I do my life!' Howl used to thrill 
when the heroine, in reply to the top 
coated villain's overtures, would twist 
around and say to him, 'Rags are royal 
raiment when worn for virtue's sake! 
And didn't the struggle on the cliff be- 
tween the hero and villain for the pos- 
session of the knife and the forged will 
make my spine chill! And all the rest 
—all the rest. 
" '

Of course, only 
the board of aldermen. The records 
of the council could admit of no re- 
port as it contains nothing authoriz- 
ing or constituting such committee, 
though nearly half of its membership 
have been appointed (?) to serve upon 
it. 


TUc council's duty and prerogative 


is. as ws understand U. to act as a 
check upon the judgment, tho dehbei- 
ations and the acts olthe upper bianch 
of the city government, but in. this 
case the aldermen alone give 
the 


judgment of necessity, and the num- 
ber required, and their presiding offi- 
cer picks out fiom another legally 
distinctive and organized deliberative 
body, the peiscnil whom he dec-mi 
best fitted or likely to agree with tho 
deliberations ol" sucli as ha salcvt^ 
from his own body. 
Thid robs the 


council as a body of all their rights 
and power under the public statutes 
and the city ordinances, and if un- 
checked, defeats the very purpose of 
their existence. The council and its 
president have just as much power to 
order the appointment of a joint com- 
mittee, and to name the members and 
the member of the board of aldermen 
who should constitute it, even to the 
whole body, as did the mayor and 
alaermen when they so boldly tres- 
passed upon the common legal rights 
of the council. 


Suppose the United States senate 


or the senate of 
New 
Hampshire 


should pass a resolution authorizing 
the appointment of a joint commit- 
tee, and the president of either should 
attempt to appoint the members there- 
of of their house of frepresentatives? 
Why! the sanity of the authors of 
such an act would certainly be ques- 
tioned. 


Is tnis a move on the part of some- 


body to effect a purpose, wherein the 
council as a body cannot be trusted 
by that somebody to serve that pur- 
pose, or is it to be ascribed fo-t'he 
want of knowledge of the primary 
rudiments of parliamentary practice? 


Chapter 50 of the public statutes 


gives the "city councils power 
to 


make, establish, publish, alter, modi- 
fy, arnend and 
repeal 
ordinances, 


rules, regulations and bylaws, relative 
to public lights and lamps, etc." 


Evidently the council as a 
body 


have statutory rights that the upper 
branch should be required to respect. 


In view of the threat contained in 


the Times on Monday that the board 
of aldermen might justly ignore the 
council hereafter, we deem the above 
not only pertinent, but of interest to 
the public.

* COINAGE SYSTEM THAT WAS BORN 


OF BRIGHAM YCUNC. 


f'h«' Story or the Ancient nml Vlmo»t 


J''ori;<>tt«-ii Dest'i-el <3<>1<I Money—I''«MV 
of the rieces Are In HxUtcacc «t 
the Present Time. 


The ancient coinage of Utah, the 


period when the glittering particles of 
yellow gold from California wero mint- 
ed in a little adobe, building in Salt. 
Lake, has been half 
forgotten. 
Tho 


written and printed records of that timo, 
by a strange oversight, throw no light 
on tho subject. 


Those [Italians whoso memory dates 


back to 1S49 remember the establish- 
ment of tho mint, but the exact dates 
aio confused. It was some time toward 
tho close of 18-19 that the mint was in- 
augurated as a measure of public con- 
venience. Brigham Young was the in- 
stigator of the coinage system aud exer- 
cised a personal supervision over the 
work. 


Prior tofho establishment of tbo mint 


all gold duHfc had to bo weighed when 
payments for merchandise or other ar- 
ticles wero made, 
in many cases the 


merchant with whom the purchaser 
was dealing had 110 gold scal< s, and 
much trouble resulted. Tho metal was 
too precious to admit of guesswork in as- 
certaining tho weight required to cover 
a given s-uin, aud tho customer would 
bo put to the trouble of looking up 
scales to aid him in his payment 


Old timers disagree as to who made j tune, tellers tell you aro 


tho dies with which the gold was 
stamped into $2.50, $~>, $10 anil !?:>0 
coiup. Tho honor lies between John 
Kay and James M. Barlow. Kay was a 
mechanic and, Barlow a jeweler and 
dentist. Judge Hammond of Han Juan, 
who came to Utah in 1S4S, says that 
dies were made by both men. 


Ho thinks Kay made tho first, which 


wore unsatisfactory aud imperfect, and 
that Barlow made- tho later oues. 


Thomas Bullock was chief clerk and 


active director of tho mint during its 
eutiro operation. Tho gold which was 
used came chiefly from California, much 
of it being brought here by members of 
tho Mormon, battalion on their return 
from tho Mexican war. 


They carried tho precious dust and 


nuggets in buckskin pouches to the 
mint, where it was, weighed and coined 
absolutely without alloy. 
The mint 


building was at that timo a considera- 
bly more pretentious .strucluio than it 
is today. 11 was '.wo (stories high and 
contained hall' u dozen rooms. 


The crucibles in which the gold wac 


melted wero in tho cellar. Tho primi- 
tive machine with which tho cooling 
metal was stamped into coin .stood in a 
back room on tho first floor. 
All the 


work was douu by hand and everv piece 
of tho macbiuoiy was made by Halt 
Lako artisans. Ui' necessity, no base 
metal appeared in tho finished product. 
Twenty-live grains of gold was tho 
equivalent of a dollar.

Tbo man who had (iT'.J grains turned 


that amount over to Mr. I hillock, who 
sent it at once to Messrs. Kay and Bar- 
low. It was immediately melted and 
turned into a coin of thu value of 8'.i.50. 
So it was with tho pieces1 of larger de- 
nomination, and tho mint customer, ii' 
ho so desired, could follow his metal 
with his eyes from his pouch through 
ho crucible, press and stamp. 


No toll was taken out of tho gold, 


;ho coinage being absolutely free. 
At 


irst tho S^..TO pieces were most plenti- 
:ul aud popular. 
Then a large number 


of §5 coins wore mado, aud thu.su, with 
;he fir.st named, constituted the bulk of 
the mint's work. Not many §10 piews 
were minted, and tbo %'M eoius were 
still fewer. 


Tho mint ceased operations in 18(10 


because of the, appearance iu .sufticient 
quantities of United States gold and 
silver coins. Although tho space of time 
since the last pouch was emptied into 
Thomas Bullock's "money mill," as it 
was called, is comparatively short, few 
of tho coins are known to bo in exi.-t- 
euco today. Because of their purity they 
wore rapidly, and as a consequence de- 
teriorated in value by erosion. 


Many of them wero remolted and 


made into necklaces, chains and other 
articles of jewelry. Apostle Erigham 
Young has a watch chain that was 
made from two of the §20 pieces, lie 
had tho chain made in Switzerland while 
iu that country some years ago.

Pierce has one $20 coin, and several 
others are in possession of Salt Lakers. 


When President Brigham Young died 


in 1877, his executors, in going over 
his personal property, found a locked 
strong box. On forcing the lid a num- 
ber of the coins of tho period described 
wero found. 
They covered all tho de- 


nominations, and wero sold at auction, 
bringing a premium over their faco 
value. President Young's son, Apostlo 
Biigham Youug, at that timo secured 
aix of the $5 denomination, which ho 
still has. 
Tho others were scattered in 


such a way as to make it impossible to 
trace them. 


v Two sets of dies wero used for the $5 
pieces. Tho first set, as has been stated, 
proving unsatisfactory, another set was 
made. No milliug appears on the edges 
except in tho last issues. 


The lettering and other technical 


points on both sets-were imperfect, but 
the coins served their day and purpose 
well. They passed current at their faco 
value as readily outside of Utah aa 
within its borders. 


Tho California slug circulated also 


very fro,ely here and was used for other 
purposes besides money. ' Apostlo Brig- 
ham Young said recently that as a boy 
ho had frequently soon men pi telling 
qupits with California slugs.—Salt Lako 
Tribune.

George Smith, who is employed in 


the yards and docks department at the 
navy yard and who resides at No. 4 
Partridge street, was well acquainted 
witn tlie ill-starred city of St. Pierre, 
which so recently met a fate almost 
exactly similar to that which overtook 
the Roman city of Pompeii, which was 
destroyed by an eruption of Mount 
Vesuvius in the year 79 A. D. Believ- 
ing that our readers would be inter- 
ested in a description of St. Pierre, as 
it was before the eruption of Mount 
Pelee from the lips of a fellow towns- 
man, a representative of the Herald 
called upon Mr. Smith at his home. 


"I am told that you knew the city 


of St. Pierre, Mr. Smith.'' said the re- 
porter, "and that you have been there 
a number of times. Is this true?" 


" Yes. 1 have visited St. Pierre sev- 


eral times." replied Mr. Smith. 
"1 


was for many years a sailor in the 
service of the United States, and I 
have en jo;, ed shore duty at St. Pierre 
more often than at any other port in 
the West Indies. It was a beautiful 
old city, and 1 have passed many a 
pleasant hour wandering 
about its 


stieet;^. and through its parks. The 
news of its 
destruction came 
as a 


great shock to me and at first i re- 
fused lo believe the press dispatches. 
No one in St. Pierre 
feared 
Mount 


Pelee. It was believed to be dead, and 
the man who would have ventured to 
predict ten years ago that an eruption 
of tlie volcano would one day wipe tho 
city out of existence \\ould have been 
laughed ut. At the 
time of 
my last 


visit to St. Pierre, the top of the moun- 
tain was obscured by a thin cloud of 
steam, or more probably vapor, but 
there were no other signs of activity. 


"The harbor of St. Pierre was really 


no harbor at all. There was no shelter- 
to spent: of. and except for the close 
proximity of the land and the com- 
paratively snoal water, there was little 
difference between anchoring in the 
harbor and anchoring' in mid-ocian. 
There were no docks along tho water 
front ol the city and :.ll freight was 
discharged onto liphtois. A low beach, 
which nowhere rises more than five 
U t t above 
Die level ot 
the sea, ex- 


tenas along the water's edge for two 
miles or more ami runs back toward 
the city-i'or from one-half lo three-quar- 
ters of a mile. Prom the beach the 
land rises in a low bluff toward the 
city and back ol the city rises gradu- 
ally to the bapo of Mount Pelee. This 
did not seem to oe more than two or 
three miles from the city itself, hut it 
was, of course, muen farther 
than 


that. 


"The architecture of St. Pierre was 


of a quaint and attractive design and 
Uie public buildings were both beauti- 
ful and elaborate. The dwellings of 
the wealthy classes were built of stone 
but those of the 
poorer classes 
of 


whites and of the natives were ot wood. 
The people of St. Pierre were mostly 
of mixed biood. The pure whites were 
almost entirely of French birth or par- 
entage. and the balance of the popula- 
tion was made up of negroes. Indians, 
Creoles, and people of mixed negro 
and Indian blood. I have never met a 
more light-hearted or a more generous 
people, and I have visited every quar- 
ter of the globe, than those same peo- 
ple of St. Pierre 
and I have 
often 


thought that some day 
I would go 


there again. I hardly believe I shall 
care to do so now, however. 
I last 


visited St. Pierre in the old 
frigate 


Kearsarge which was wrecked on Ran- 
ador reef in 1894. Thus both the city 
and the ship in which I last visited
